1 . We are the inventors of the above-identified application. 

2. We have read and understood the claims pending in this application, and are aware 
that the claims have been rejected as anticipated by Kedra et al., "Homo Sapiens 
mRNA for Synaptogyrin 2," Accession No. AJ002308, published on March 3, 1998. 

3. We conceived and reduced to practice the polypeptide designated as PR061 5 (SEQ ID 
NO: 162) encoded by the nucleic acid sequences claimed in the above-identified 
application in the United States prior to March 3, 1998. 

4. At the time the PR06 1 5 polypeptide was cloned and sequenced, one of the inventors, 
Austin Gumey, was responsible for overseeing the cloning of cDNAs which encoded 
novel polypeptides, including the cDNA claimed in the above-identified application that 
encoded the PR0615 polypeptide (SEQ ID NO: 162).
